His invitation will be cordially accepted by 
Great Britain, whose first lord of the admiral> 


ty, Winston Churchill, originally suggested a 


“naval holiday.” Moreover, the British gove 
ernment has let it be known that it will earn- 
estly back up the United States in the move 
agvised. 

The other great nations are disposed to look 
coldly:on the Anglo-American proposal. 


. Three years ago the house passed a joint res- 


olution authorizing the president to appoint 
& commission of five members to act through 
established international agencies for the 
purpose of effecting a world agreement for 
the limitation of armaments. President Taft 
sounded the various governments and found 
them so averse to the action that he dropped 
the matter. The experience of Mr. Taft was 
that of the Rooneveilt administration, which 
on two occasions likewise ongeenies the lim- 
~— of armaments. 


+ Retuse to Change Positions. 

what Was said tn diplomatic circles 
tonight the feeling of European nations and 
Japan have not been modified by recent 
events. These countries hold the view that 
Great Britain and the United States can 
afforé to consider & “‘ naval holiday,” for the 
reason that the formers today preponderant 
upon the sea, and the latter, with tremendous 
resources, is in such an isolaved position that 
it cannot be successfully attacked. 

Moreover, there -is the view held in Kure- 
pean circles that Great Britain and the Unit- 
ed States would be apt to fight shoulder to 
shoulder in case their mutual interésts were 
assailed. 

Therdfore, the »,American invitation will be 
received by al ithe foreign chancelleries, ex- 
cept that of London, with a great dea! of stis- 
picion. Germany, which is aggressively 
pushing her commerce everywhere, has 
never forgotten the maxim pronounced by 
the kaiser tWenty years ago, “ Our future 
lies upon the sea.” France feels she cannot 
afford to remain idle wiih Germany active 
in construction. 


Russia Forsakes First Move. 

Russia proposed the limitation of arma- 
ments as a feature of the program of the 
first Hague conference in 1900; but since 
that time she has been engaged in a disas- 
trous war, and her fleet was destroyed in the 
far east. Japan has. dreams of the mastery 
of the Pacific and of Asia. 

If mhaval construction could be suspended, 
there is no doubt of the relief which would 
be afforded to the taxpayers of the world. 
But jealous as nations are of each other, 


|‘suffering as some of them do from lack of 
territory for their increasing populations, 


and eager to increase their wealth and power, 
it is evident they will be extremely reluctant 
to bind thernicelves to any agreement which 
would tie their hands and perhaps lead to 
subsequent humiliation and disaster. 


Conflicts in Recent Years. 

Sinee the first Hague conference, thirteen 
years ago, held at a time when Great Brit- 
ain wae éngaged in South Africa and fear- 
ful of German attack, and the United States 
Was operating vigorously to suppress the in- 
surrection in the Philippines, these conflicts 
have vaken place: 

Blockade of Venezuela by Great Brit- 
ain, Germany, and Italy, which forced 
the United States to mobilize its fleet, 
under the command of Admiral Dewey, | 
in the Caribbean sea. 

War between Russia and Japan. 

Diplomatic strife between Great Britain 
and Germany which did not lead to war 
because of the determined opposition of 
President Roosevelt. 

Internecine strife in Persia, which al- 
most precipitated trouble between Great 
Britain and Russie. 

Revolution in China, which gravely af- 
fected the peace ‘of the entire world. 

War between ‘Italy and Turkey, where- 

py the latter was despoilec of Tripoli. 

War between Turkey and the Balkan 
states, the spread of which to all Europe 
was prevented only with the greatest 
difficulty. 

Revolution in Mexico and the preven- 
tion of Buropean intervention which 
would have led to war because of the 

preparedness of the United States. 
May Get Big Conference. 

The most the pres.dent can hope to obtain 
i@ an international conference which will 
-@iecuss exclusively the questions of neval 
armaments. A great deal of public interest 
will be manifested in the discussion that will 
take place, and ag a result a world sentiment 
possibly will be created whichwill tend to 
realize the aims of the British admiralty and 
the majority of the house of representatives. 

It is appreciated in & tie circles that 
no real halt can be calted in the consi ruction 
of men of war until the causes of interne- 
tional strife have been removed, 

The treaties of general arbitration are a

Nance the council passe, an order, 
calling on the corporation counsel to draft 
an ordinance for the suppression of medical 
charlatane, as exposed in TH& TRIBUNE. 


Ordinance Proposed to City. 
The ofdinance returnéa by Mr. Beckwith 
reads as follows: 

Be it ordained by the city council of the 
city of Chicago: Seciion 1. Any person, 
firm, corporation, or aesociation who, 
with intent to sell or in amywise dispose 
of merchand.se, securities, service, or 
anything offered direeily or indirecily by - 
such person, firm, corporation, or aséo- 
ciation to the public for sale or distribu- 
tion, or with intent to increase the con- 
sumption thereof; or induce the public in 
any manner to enter into any obligation 
relating thereto, or to acquire tftle there- 
to, or any intérest therein, makes, pub- 
lishes, dissegninates, circulates, or places 
before the public, or causes directly or in- 
directly to bé made, published, dissem!i- 
nated, circulated, or placed before the 
public in this city in any newspaper or 
other publication sold or offered for gale 
upon any public street, sidewalk, or other

My attention has been called to an arti- 
cle by ‘Observer,’ in THe Cuicaco TRIB- 
UNE,” Mr. Wilson said today, “which re- 
tlects, to a certain extent, on the correctness 
of. my official conduct while I was ambassa- 
dor to Mexico, during a most dangerous and 
difficult period. Ordinarily I pay no atten- 
tion to communications or articles of this 
character. 


Sees “Anonymous Innuendo.” 

“ But the publication of this anonymous 
innuendo by a newspaper published in a com- 
munity which has known me from chiid- 
hood, in a state where my family has lived 
for, five generations, would appear to be suf- 
ficient excuse for intruding these matters 
on the attention of the public. 

“These reports, both as to my attitude 
at the time of the overthrow of the Ma- 
dero goverriment and as to any supposed 
connection with any business interests or 
with any group of men with business inter- 
ests in Mexico are not only false, absolutely 
incapable of proof, but were known to be 
-o by their authors, who, in seeking to reflect 
on the motives which guided me in the dis- 
charge of my official duties, not only misrep- 
resent the views of all good Americans in 
Mexico, but create an unjust and unworthy 
suspicion as to the conduct of our repre- 
sentatives abroad in the minds of the Amer- 
ican people.: 

‘I do not need to recall to the public 
the letter of President Taft or the announce- 
ment which Mr. Bryan gave to the press, 
which amount to complete refutation of 
these silly but malicious statements, but 
it may be of interest to publish this pamphlet 
from the American Roman Catholic and 
Protestant clergy of Mexico City."’ 


Give: Pamphlet frem Clergy. 

Here Mr. Wilson produced a pamphlet con- 
taining, among other things, a letter to him 
& gned by a number of clergymen of various 
denominations, refuting certain statements 
that had been published regarding his official 
conduct and setting forth in detail the efforts 
which Mr. Wilson had made in behalf of 
peace between Madero and Diaz, and for 
the protection of foreigners in Mexico City. 

‘ With reference to the statement that ex- 
tracts from public addresses of mine have 
been quoted in Mexico and have encouraged 
Provisional President Huerta to resist the 
intrusive and menacing attitude of this gov- 
ernment toward Mexico,’’ Mr. Wilson said, 
“I may be allowed to expresa my doubts, I 
have generally admitted that this policy, if 
adhered to, though conceived in folly, against 
‘ne interest of Americans in Mexico and con- 
trary to the known views of al! other gov- 
ernments, may prevail, though after its suc- 
cess that,which may follow may well be 
regarded With apprehension and fear. 

“As an American, I regard the present 
policy of this administration as unwise, 
and I have not hesitated to say so, and 
I know of no reason why the publication of 
what I have to say here or elsewhere should 
constitute ground for criticism, other than 
that criticism which is concerned with its

The Platt amendment strikes at the two 
main evils of most of the Latin American 
countries—reckless contraction of debt and 
inability to maintain ‘‘a government ade- 
quate for the protection of life, property, and 
individual liberty.” 


Debt Constant Source of Trouble. 

Their refusal or inability to pay their 
debts is a constant source of discord with 
European powers. ‘The natural desire of the 
creditors to collect the money due them ne- 
cessitates the threat of force, which prompt- 


selves. A good example of this is the at- 
tempt by President Cabrera of Guatemala 
to invoke the aid of the Monroe doctrine to 
prevent his having to pay just debts long 
overdue to English creditors.

Necessary to Warn Cuba. 

In spite of this we have had to intervene 
in Cuba a second time and warn ber that a 
third intervention w ould mean permanent oc- 
cupancy. Most people who are acquainted 
with the Cuban situation insist that the third 
intervention is only a question of time. Evi- 
dently even a Platt amendment does not per- 
manently settle a vexatious question such as 
that of Cuba. 

If Mexico cannot settle her affairs withont 
intervention the probabilities are thata tem- 
porary occupancy would pot bring about a 
permanent settlement. (This then would 
mean a permanent occupancy or annexation. 

The one thing feared by all foreigners in 
Mexico is a temporary occupancy. They 
want no intervention or else annexation; 
this for the reason that a temporary occu- 
pancy can only mean the unsettled condition 
in commercial and all other kinds. of life 
which has resulted in the Philippines due to 
the inability, to determing hpon any definite 
policy. 


Temporary Occupancy Bars Help. 

Many Mexicans who would give their sup- 
port to a permanent policy looking to the 
establishment of good government would be 
afraid to do soif we were going to withdraw: 
this for the reason that after our withdrawal 
these Mexicans who had in any way aided 
us would be certain to suffer. 

The main objection urged in opposition to 
any intervention. in Mexico-is the effect it 
would have on our relations with other Latin 
American countries, particularly with: re- 
spect to our trade with those countries. 

No matter what our actions may be, a cer- 
tain element amongst the Latin Ameri¢ans 
is bound to condemn us for them. We could 
receive no more condemnation than has al- 
ready been heaped on us in spite of our ef- 
forts to better our relations.

Sterner Policy Need of U. S&S. 


What is needed is a stern policy show- 
ing we will not countenance reckless cou- 
traction of debt; refusal to pay just debts: 
exploitation by governinents, class or for- 
eigners, and the upsetting of governments 
because of personal or class ambitions or 
privileges. 

Trade is best under good government. 
A polity which demands that government, 
or threatens extinction of nationality, can 
run counter to no moral obligation and ‘s 
bound in the end to ‘benefit the people of 
the country concerned as well as those of 
the United States. 

The Monroe doctrine was enunciated to 
protect democratic government in this 
hemisphere and to keep us from becoming 
embroiled in European affairs. To permit 
the indefinite prolongation of conditions 
such as those now obtaining in Mexico 
violates both these principles, for there is 
no democratic government to be protected 
and the chances of our becoming em- 
broiled with Europe are daily increased. 


Good Government Main Problem. 

The ‘Mexican ‘problem is the Gulf of 
Mexico andthe Caribbean problem, whici 
is: Are, the, .peoples of, these..countries 
able to set up.and.maintain governments 
reasovably. just in .their.relationship to 
their. own nationals and to foreign ,gov- 
ernments, or are they not?..If they are 
not, history shows that the laws of nature 
demand their disappearance by being 
merged into a couutry which is.

The feeling prevailed that Villa was now in 


@ position to restore ihe northern section of 


Mexico to a period of peace, since the federal 
troops by their voluniary vacauwion of vhe ier- 
ritory had evinced no Gesire tu comu nue fight- 
ing, at beast for the present. 

Gen. Villa received what he called the sur- 
render of the city from Federico Moye, who 
Was appointed civil govermor ad interim bv 
Mercado, as being affiliated with no parim 
and therefore as friendly both to the rebels 
and to the federals. 

Gov. Moye issued a proclamation, however, 
siating that he hac been commissioned by 
Mercado to turn the city over to the rebel 
ehief, thus holding the actual surrender of 
the city until Mercado and his troops could 
get away. 


HUERTA FAMILY FLEES? 
Mexico City, Dec. 8.—Provisional President 


_ Huerta’s family is again reported to have 


left the capital. A report, apparently well 
founded, was to the effect that the members 
of the president’s household had gone to 
Guadalajara, the capital of the state of Ja- 
lisco, from where it was said they would go 
to the Pacific port of Manzanillo, in the state 
ef Colima. 

Capt. Luis Fuentes, President Huerta’s 
son-in-law; Mrs. Fuentes, and Miss Elena 
Huerta, another daughter, were in the party 
which left for Guadalajara. It was reported 
that the president's wife had also left the 
eapital, but this is not confirmed. 

There has been terrific fighting since Thurs- 
day between a large force of Zapatistas and 
an equal force of federals north of Cuerna- 
vaca. The Zapatistas have advanced to the 
foot of Mount Ajusco, a volcano fifteen 
miles south of this city, and the residents of 
the fashionable suburbs, San Angel, Mix- 
coac, Churubusco, and Tialpam, all south of 
the capital, are in great alarm. 


Huerta’s Movements Expleined. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 
LONDON, Yec. 8.—President Huerta’s 

agents here received notification from Mexico 
City today that the provisional president in- 
tends to transfer the seat of government 
from the capital to Iguala, in the state of 
Guerrero, to the southwest. The agents were 
informed also that Huerta intends to fizht 
the rebels to the end, but that he has de- 
cided to send his family to Europe. 


FUGITIVES NEAR BORDER. 

Presidio,.Tex., Dec. 8.—The complete rout 
of Huerta’s federal army in northern Mexico, 
with the flight of his generals for safety on 
the border and the demoralization of the 
unpaid troops, was established with the ar- 
rival today at Ojinaga, Mexico, opposite 
Presidio, of the civilians and soldiers who 
deserted Chihuahua City. 

In the hegira were Gen. Salvador Mercado, 
Huerta’s deposed military governor and com- 
mander of the federal troops in the north: 
Gen. Pascual Orozco, Gen. Antonio Rojos, 
Gen. Marcelo Caravao, Gen. Ynez Salazar, 
and a host of subordinate officers. 

They had deserted their posts in fear of 
Gen. Francisco Villa's rebel army, and virtu-

Luis Terrazas,'a wealthy land owner, re 
puted to own half of the state of Chihuahua, 
was said to have brought with him a -vast 
fortune in cash, fearing it might be looted by 
the rebels if he remained in ve evacuated 
city. 

Many of the fugitives who hat started out 
in vehicles later marched on foot; scofes 
who attempted to carry their treasures had 
to abandon them through sheer weariness, 
go that their tracks were strewn with dis- 
carded impedimenta—clothing, bric-A-brac, 
and valued trinkets, which they had hoped to 
carry to safety. 


Outrace Villa’s Force. 
Gen. Villa's rebel forces had been in pur- 


suit of the fugitives, but the federals, by 
evacuating the city unawares had an ad- 
vantage in point of time and Villa’s forces 
were unatle to overtake them. 

All the available automobiles have’ been 
taken to the border town of Marfa, Tex. 


This arrangement for carrying the civilian 
refugees to the nearest railroad station was 
made by friends of the Terrazas and other 
families.

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MORE DIE IN TEXAS FLOODS; — 
KNOWN DEAD MOUNT TO 150. 
Four-fifths of Victims Are Negroes— 


Several Thousand Refugees Marooned 
in Half Flooded Buildings. 


Houston, Tex., Dec. 8.—The number of 
known dead in the flood which has spread 
over the lowlands in half a dozen counties 
in south central Texas reached 150 tonight, 
with several thousand refugees marooned in 
half flooded cotton gins and dwelling houses, 
safe from the water for the time being but 
suffering from hunger and exposure. 

Four-fifths of the dead were negro farm 
hands, as are that proportion of the ma- 
rooned. Of the dead, the greater number 
lost their lives in the vicinity of Bryan, where 
a thirty mile stretch of levee along the Brazos 
river crumbled. 

The Brazos’ crest tonight destroyed a dam 
near Richmond and flooded a state prison 
farm. The prisoners had been removed.

| ings to them, rises to the urgency of the 
| occasion, 

But when the immediate wants of the un- 
employed have been satistied the city should 
turn its attention fpowards making as many. 
of these meu self-supporting as possible by 
providing employment. 

And while the city authorities, the philan- 
thropic aud church orgatizativus in Chicago 
are putting their shoulders to the wheel to 
relieve the distress of the anemployed army, 


its alteution upon the jobless legion in this 
cily and to study the problem it presents, 
For the unemployment problem, while it is 
just now makiug Chicago its storm center, 
is essentially a problem not of Chicago but of 
the nutivu, as we have said before. In the 
present situation Chicago is, 
scapegoat for the entire country. 

Careful investigutivn will disclose that 
the bulk of the jobless men now distressing 
this community—perhaps 75 per cent of 
more—are not Chicago citizens, ‘They are 
but even citizens of the state of Illiuvis, but 
come frum ail parts of the vountry and, in- 
deed, trom all parts of the globe. ‘The dis 
tress cuming fruiu upemployment through- 
gut the gation centralizes itself in Chicago 
because of the geugraphical location of this 
cily, its position us a ruilroad center, and jis 
reputation as a labor market. When work 
is scarce elsewhere people rush to Chicago 
in the hope of finding it here. 

The jobless army) pow traimping through 
the streets of this city and swelling day by 
day should serve to muke the subject of un- 
employanent clear to the American peuple 
and to their representatives in-the various 
state legislatures and in Washington. The 
United States is the only intensely indus- 
trial country in the world which persists in 
taking anything but a rational view of un- 
employment. We persist in looking upun

The men walking the streets of Chicago 
these wintry days and nights, jobless, home- 
less, and hungry, are not tramps and buts.

LA MAROUISE DE FONTENOY. 


OMTE LEON DE TURENNE, who has 

just been gathered tu his fathers wae 

a collateral descendant of the famous 

Maréchal de Turenne, was an old 

member of the Paris Jockey club, and 

was married to a sister of the French Duc 

de Fitzjames, who Its a lineal descendant of 

King James II. of England and of his favor- 

ite, Arabella Churchill, sister of the first 

Duke of Marlborough. , He distinguished 
himself in the siege of Paris in 1870. 

However, there was one matter for which 
the older houses of the French aristocracy 
declined to forgive him, the giving of his 
daughter in marriage to Arthur Meyer, the 
editor in chief of the Paris Gaulois.

It was a question of money, this marriage 
between early spring aod late November. 
| The Comte de Turenne’s entire Income did 
not exceed 4,000 francs ($800), and naturaily 
he was reduced to all sorte of doubiful ex- 
pedients. 

it was tn order to help him out of these 
monetary troubles that his daughter. an ex- 
ceedingly gifted and handsume girl, cum- 
menced to write for the press. 

This brought her into contact with Arthur 
Meyer, editor of the Gaulois, who thus 
became acquainted with the pecuniary 
strugzles of the Turenne family. He learned 
how she had been forced to break off her 
engagement to a man of her own rank, owing 
to her poverty. 

At first he proposed to adopt her, but found 
that it would present no end of difficuliies, 
and moreover that {t wowld naturally give 
rise to malevolent gossip. owing to the fact 
that he was a bachelor of particularly stormy 
antecedents and she a lovely young girl. 

“inally he offered to make her his wife 
with the avowed object of providing for her 
weifare and protecting her from the financial 
difficulties that were crushing her. 

The announcement of the marriage aroused 
no end of indignation among the members of 
the old aristocracy, more erpecially when it 
was learned that she was virtually drives 
into the union tn order to provide actual sus- 
tenance fur her father and for herself. 

She has some enormously rich relatives, 
among them the Uzés, the Noailles, the Wag- 
rams, the Gotitaut-Birgns, and Jean and 
Stanisigs de Carteliane. and these were as- 
sailed’ with reproaches for their lack of gen- 
erosity towards Léon de Turenne and his 
daughter. 

Stung thereby, a first cousin of the late 
Comte de Turenne, the Marquis de Biron, 
started a subscription list amoung the near 
| relatives to provide an annuity for the Tur- 

ennes. He himeelf headed the list with a 
| subscription of $200 a year, which wasa good 
dea! for him, since he wasnotrich. But none 
of the others would consent to contribute a 
cent. and #0 the marriage took place after 
Arthur Meyer had become a@ convert to 
Roman Catholicism. 

The unton turned out far mere happily than 
any one had any reason to expect. Arthur 
Meyer treated his young wife with profound 
deference, as !f he thoroughly appreciated 
the honor which she had done in marrying 
him, while she was grateful to him for hav- 
ing saved her from penury and her old father 
from want.

At the wedding of Princess Helene of 
France tothe Italian Duke of Aosta at Twick- 
enham, at which the English royal family. 
members of most of the reigning houses af 
Europe, and all the leacing royalists of 
France were present. Arthur Meyer, having 
taken one of the best seats in church, was 
peremptorily ordered outside by the bride’: 
brother, the Duke of Orleans, * to make wa) 
for his betters "’ 

The dowager Duchess d‘Uzés in 1899 sued 
the Paris newspaper, the Siécle, for “defama- 
tion of character,”” the defamation in ques- 
tion consisting of a faked photograph tr 
which the duchess was represented seated in 
a chair with Arthur Meyer standing besids 
her in an attitude indicating friendship and 
even familiarity. The Paris courts returned 
a verdict & her favor with damages to the 
tune of $3.000. 

M. Meyer was also the associate of Gen 
Roulanger and was seriously compromised Ir 
the latter's adventures. Indeed he has fig- 
ured in hundreds of episodes which would 
have killed off {n a social, political, and jour- 
nalistic sense, any one.eise.

In spite of this today he {s one of the most 
Influential men in Paris; loaded with foreign 
orders of knighthood, related through his 
wife to some of the greatest houres of the 
French aristocracy, and owner and editor of 
the principal newspaper organ of the mon- 
archical party, whose mouthpiece he pro- 
claime himself to be. 

Over 70 years of age, and no longer tn par- 
ticularly strong health, his end cannot be 
long delayed, and when It takes place. the 
smartest in the political and social world of 
Paris will turn out to give him a grand fu- 
neral, 
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Among the curiosities of the reports just 
issued of the latest census of the British 
empire ie the extraordinary growth in the 
number of births at sea under the British 
flag, which show an increase of more than 100 
per cent over the previous decade. 

All these births, numbering many thou- 
sancs, are by virtue of laws dating from the 
reign of Queen Elizabeth Inscribed on the 
register of the Thames riverside parish of 
Stepney in London, although few if any of 
those thus registered have ever set foot in 
Stepney. 

Stepney in Tudor times was one of the prin- 
<a! anchorages of the great port of London, 
and it was naturally more convenient for a 
sea captain to go ashore there rather than 
anywhere else. to report births that bad 
taken place on his ship during the voyage 
from which he had just returned.

Lacking 
that privilere, you mav conceive a pair of 
these anglers met beside a river, seeking 
to discover which of the many insects flying 
nbout {fs preferred bv the trout on that 
narticular morn'ne. There is disagreement. 
or there ts lack of evidence. It ts decided 
tn catch a trout eviecerate him and obte'n 
internal and ° indisputable evidence. For 
*he cart anv fiy is used. and when the trout 
‘'g opened itt ts learned that he has heen 
feeding on a smal! black Insect; whereupon 
our anglers tie a number of flies to resemble 
that Insect, and proceed solemnly with their 
Aay’s work. Though the trout scorn thelr 
fine feathers, they will not fish with any 
other fly.

of birch bark that marks the beginning of 
a fire. Tt is time to get the fish. So ¥ set 
up my rod and walk upstream perhans a 
hundred vards. casting on the current where 
‘'t cuts under the farther bank. Almost everv 
cast evotes a trout: this one takes the ta] 
Sv a SIver Doctor, the nert one atrikes 
‘he Buckta'‘l dronprer: any other flies would 
eerve. The largest fish ie taken on my 
return, from under the stern of one of the 
-anoes. Where trout are so plentiful and 
eo unwary, there ts no call for the prenara- 
tory work of the evisceration school of 
anrlers., 

Mv reason for using a dropper fly ts not 
to offer the trout two counterfeit insects 
Aiffer'nz in shane or color: as commonly 
attached to the leader. the dropper sw'me 
with the tall fiv. “Sir.” said the Great 
in the manner of Samuel Johnson 
“when the dropper is properly attached, as 
tT attach it. two asnects of the lure are pre. 
sented to the fish, the one fly moving through 
the water. the other danc'ne an’ inch or gv 
above.

| Kansas City Federal Grand Jury Finds 


True Bills Against Backers of Cham- 
bers Company. 


Kansas City, Mo., Dec. &—Five men, one a 
min.ster, identified with the Chambers Land 
company, @ 10cai concern, were imuicied vy 
the federal grand jury today. The jury 
also returned a new indictment against the 
eight men ind:cted two weeks ago in connec- 
tion with the operation of the Floride Fruit 
Lancs company. 

The men indicted in connection with the 
Chamters company are: E. C. Chambers, 
Kansas City, president of the company; the 
Rev. Aibert E. Gammage, Kansas City; Ern- 
est L. Russell, Miami, Fla.; C. H. Hubbard, 
Pittsburgh, Kas., and F. W. Harper, Fort 
Lauderdale, Fia. The last four are alleged 
agents. 

The indictment against the Chambers Land 
company contains fourteen counts. one of 
which charges conspiracy. , 

According to the story told in the indict- 
ment, Chambers purchased 50.000 acres of 
land in the Florida Evergiades from the state 
in 1910, for which he was to pay $15 an acre. 
The land he sold on the instaliment pian at 
from $50 to $65 an acre, selling in the aggre- 
gate about 17,000 acres, for which the com- 
pany obtained $125,000. 

The government asserts that the land was 
undra‘ned, unsuitable for cultivation, and 
misrepresented.

Demands Brokerage Firms 
Divulge Figures Showing 
Extent of Storage. 


SUBPGENAS ARE ISSUED. 


Chicago Board Blamed by Gov- 
ernment Investigators for 
High Prices. 


The federal grand jury yesterday resumed 
its activity in the investigation. of the reasons 
behind the high price of eggs. Two subpe- 
nas were issued ordering the books of the 
Western and Union Cold Storage companies, 
of which Mark Morton is president, brought 
in for the inspection of the inquisitorial body. 

Large quantities of eggs are said to be 
stored in these warehouses and the govern- 
ment wants to know the identity of the own- 
ers. The eggs, it is believed, are being held 
by brokers until the egg market becomes 
favorable for unloading at top notch prices. 


Some Volunteer Information. 

A large number of cold storage houses 
have been investigated by special agents 
during the last few days. Most of the cold 
sturage men yolunteered to give the gov- 
ernment information regarding the egg situ- 
ation. Officials of the Union and the West- 
ern companies, however, declined, on the 
ground that there is a legal question involved 
as to the rights of the egg brokers. The 
grand jury followed this by ordering the is- 
guance of subpcenas duces tecum. 

None of the officials will be called, it was 
said, unless the bookkeeping proves a puz- 
zie. The inquiry is scheduled to continue 
several days, and no action will be taken 
until the gathering of evidence is completed. 


Butter and Egg Ecard Blamed. 

Federal officials at work on the investiga- 
tion are inclined to the opinion that the 
manipulations of the Chicago butter and egg 
board are largely responsible for high prices 
in Chicago and vicinity. Conditions outside 
of Chicago, accordng to the investigators, 
indicate that normal prices would prevail 
if “ price fixing "' manipulations were elim- 
inated from the business. 

The government's anti-trust case against 
the butter and egg board is scheduled to come 
up for argument before Judge Landis this 
week. Charles B. Morrison, special master 
in chancery, completed a report on the case 
last week, in which he held to be wel! founded 
the government's charges that the ‘* quota- 
tion comittee ’' of the butter and egg board 
fixed prices arbitrarily in violation of the 
Sherman law. The committee was abolished 
by the board last February. 


Woman Proposes Solution. 

One woman from the country came to Chi- 
cago during the day and gave the Chicago 
women a plan whereby the cost of eggs and 
all products handled by the wives of farmers 
might be reduced. She is Mrs. Fred Hatch 
of Spring Grove, Ill. She is the chairman of 
the educational department of the Illinois 
Federation of Women’s Clubs and wife of 
one of the trustees of the University of Illi- 
nois. 

Mrs. Hatch spoke at a meeting of the board 
of directors of the Clean Food club, which 
met in the rooms of the Woman’s City club. 
Her plan takes up the organization of the 
farm women, establishing central distribut- 
ing stations in the country to act directly 
either with similar stations in the city or 
with the home direct, and a pledge by the 
farm women of a uniform price and a guar- 
anteed good egg. 

The proposition is to be entirely feminine, 
with no men associated. Mrs. Hatch be- 
lieves the country work can be done through 
the Illinois Domestic Science association, 
the woman’s organization of the Illinois 
Farmers’ institute. 


Wars on Sugar “Fraud.” 
Complaints of cecep.ion by ihe manufac- 
turers of Game and beet sugar has aroused W. 
Scott Maithews, state food commissioner. 
THE TRIBUNE recently received the following 
communication: 

Will you start. an investigation as to 
why the beet industry is permitted tocon- 
sistently, year in and year out, violate the 
Illinois pure food law in relation to the 
branding of packages, none of which bear 
the name of the manufacturer and ad- 
dress, as prescribed by law? Some have 
the manufacturer’s name but omit the 
address, while other packages have nei- 
ther name or address and are branded 
only “Extra Fine Dry Granulated Su- 
gar.’ Failure on their part to conform 
to the law is to have the sugar pass as

cane sugar ‘and thus deceive the con 

sumer. | 

Commissioner Matthews says he has re- 
ceived similar complaints. 

“T intend issuing a bulletin calling atten- 
tion to the illegal practice and announc:ng 
that prosecutions will follow any discoveries 
along this line,” he eaid.

Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 8.—[Special.J]—Re- 
ports from various cities in Indiana show 
that the women have instituted a general 
boycott on eggs ih an effort to lower the 
existing high prices. 

WANTS CURB ON FOOD GAMBLER. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 8.—*’ Voracious 
vultures of the market piaces ”’ and “ plun- 
derbund of food sharks’ were characteriza-~- 
tions applied to cold storage speculators who 
corner perishable foodstuffs to boost prices 
by Representative McKellar of Tennessee, 
when he spoke today, championing his bill for 
federal regulation of the cold storage busi- 
ness. 

Saying that his proposed legislation was 
not designed to injure the coid stofage busi- 
ness as such, Mr. McKe!lar deciared: 

‘The drastic features of the bill are only 
aimed at the corrupt and dishonest, at the 
gamblers and speculators, at the voracious 
vultures who stand around in the market 
places and reap where they have not sown 
and fatten on other people's food. I do not 
believe any member of this great house will 
stand up for any stich plunderbund of food 
sharks.’’ 


Fight on Misbranded Foods. 

The McKellar bill, which would prescribe 
both prison terms and heavy fines for viola- 
tion of its terms, would make it illegal to ship 
adulterated and misbranded food products 
in interstate commerce and would limit the 
periods in which food products may be held 
in sto:age without becoming adulterated. 

Profits of from 100 to 200 per cent were made 
by the ‘‘ egg kings "’ on sto: age eggs, Mr. Mc- 
Kellar asserted. 


BOYCOTT IN OTHER CITIES. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo.—Members of the Kansee 
City Athenzeum, composed of prominent women, 
joined the egg boycott. Six hundred of them sat 
down to an egg.ess banquet and then passed @ 
resolution pledging themeelvee tg refrain from 
using eggs until prices decreased. 

MON TREAL.—The local branch of the Cutters and 
Trimmers’ union passed a regolution today bind- 
ing its 200 members to boycott eggs while prices 
remain exorbitantly high. 

BOONE, Ila.—The Bcone Commercial aseociation 
passed resolutions instructing County Attorney 
Hollingsworth to investigate the high cost of 
living situation in this city. He is asked to 
learn why two more quarts are knocked off a 
éoliar’s worth of milk a few days ago, also to 
study conditions surrounding the milk proposi- 
tion and report at the néxt meeting of the aseo- 
clation. Court action may result from the in- 
vestigation.

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WOMEN TOLD OF 


Czarnecki’s Warning of Labor 
Necessary Causes Some - 
to Change Mind. 


ALL NIGHT TASK POSSIBLE 


Canvassing of Vote. Sometimes 
Holds Officials Until the 
Next Day. 


Some of the women of the Seventh ward 
changed their minds yesterday about being 
clerks and judges of election. The change 
came after a talk by Commissioner Czar- 
necki. He told members of the Seventh ward 
branch of the Illinois Equal Suffrage asso- 
ciation that if they serve as judges and clerks 
they will have the following duties: 

Go to the election commissioners’ office _ 
the day before registration, primaries, or 
election, and get books, pens, and ink, 
ballots, ballot boxes, and .other supplies. 

Go to the polling place the day before 
election and help put up voting booths, 

Get to poiling place before 6 a. m. and 
remain there until all votes are, counted. 

If election clerk, canvass precinct and 
do some detective work in the way of run- 
ning down election frauds. 


Suggests Preference Work. 

“Tt is likely Women will prefer to be watch- 
ers and challengers,” said Mr. Czarnecki. 
“These are not regulations of the election 
commissioners. They are the law of the 
fsiate. Next Septemberge may haveanarmy 
of candidates, 500 or more, on the ballot. The 
judges and clerks must remain at the polling 
place until every vote is counted. If he | 
phould leave he would be liable to arrest. 
Last fall some of them finished at 3 o’clock 
in the afternoon following election day.” 

Mr. Czarnecki described the difficulties of 
the election commissioners in keeping fraud 
out of the so-called river wards. He urged 
the women to assist in preventing frauds. 

Do you deem it safe or wise for women to 
g° into the river wards as challengers?” one 
woman asked. | 

“ There are two policemen at every polling 
place.”” he replied, “and if the women re- 
spond there will be more protection.” 


Oere 300 Watchers. 

* Do you want women there?’’ asked Mrs 
Harriette Taylor Treadwell, president of the 
Chicago Political Equality lague. . 

** Absolutely,”’ replied the commissioner. 

Then the Political Equality league will 
supply 300 watchers for the First, Bight- 
eenth, and Twenty-first wards, if those are 
the ones where the trouble is."’ 

‘Those are the @ards, and we accept your 
offer right here,’’ Mr. Czarnecki said. 


No Telling of Ages, 
' During the day Judge Ov.ens ruled women 
who apply for election jobs will not have to 
tell their ages, despite a decision of the com- 
missioners to the contrary. 

“It must be shown merely that an appli- 
eant is of lawful age,”’ Judge Owens said, 
after looking up the law. 

“The commissioners will select women 
judges and clerks from among the certified 
representatives of women’s clubs and unions 
first and then will take up the applications of 
unattached women,” said William H. Stuart, 
chief clerk. :

West Side Progressive Men Split 
with County Organization. 


NO DECISION. IS REACHED. 


Adjournment Taken at 11:30 Without: 


Credentials Settlement. 


War clouds hung bow for a short time last 
night at the meeting of the West Side Pro- 
gressive club at 10 West Jackson boulevard, 
the headquarters of the Chicago Progressive 
club. Then a lusty talkfest in which Ray- 
mond Robins, chairman of the Progressive 


state central commitee; Harold L. Ickes, ; 


chairman of the Progressive Cook: county 
central committee; Mrs. Antoinette Funk, 
representing the Progressive women voters, 
took part, left the sky apparently clear when 
the meeting adjourned at a late hour. 

The clouds lowered when an attempt was 
made to organize the meeting on a perma- 
nent basis. A list of delegates from various 
west side wards was read by order of Chair- 
man L. M. Jones. A dozen belligerents in- 
stantly clamored for recognition to ask on 
what authority the list had been made up. 
Some expressed the opinion that the selection 
of delegates. had. been unfair. Others said 
the regular Progressive organization had 
been ignored entirely. It was finally de- 
cided a credentials committee was the only 
logical solution: 


Evidence of Split Given. 

It was apparent. when the vote was taken 
as to whether the membership of the creden- 
tials committee should be elected from the 
floor or appointed by Chairman Jones, that 
the split in the meeting was between those 
who favored the county central organiza- 
tion as it is now being run by Chairman Ickes 
and those who felt slighted at not being 
given what they called proper recognition 
by the county organization.

This was, a victory for the organization 
forces, for once in the hall it:was an easy mat- 
ter to pave the way for him to speak. 

It was reported the credentials committee 
had not agreed upon a report and likely would 
not for more than an hour. The meeting was 
adjourned at. 11:30 subject to the call of 
Chairman Jones.

When they come out clean, take up, 
set pans on racks, cever with thick cloth, and 
let cool thoroughly. Frost next day with either 
plain or boiled frosting. By -baking the cake in 
small, square molds, set close in a larger pan, 
the squares can be cut without waste and frost- 
ed to make individual cakes.”

Twe elements struggled in the Criminal i

While couhsel representing joititly the 


sixty-five indicted men resorted to techni- ’ 


calitics to quash the true bills in arguments 
before Judge Richard BE. Burke, State’s At- 
torney Hoyne and his assistants labored 
assiduously to get statements from the spes 
cial prosecutor’s witnesses. 

Early in the forenoon Assistant State’s At- 
terney Henty Berger announced another 
confession to support the charge of suborna- 
tion of perjury had been obtained. Frank 
Rabb, an important witness against Joseph 
O. Kostner, deputy conimissioner of public 
works, was the man said to have branded 
himself a perjurer. 

Berger said Rabb had repudiated his testi- 
mony before the spécial grand jury, in which 
he is gaid to Khavé implicated Kostner in the 
ballot tampering in the Sixth precinct of 
the Thirty-foufth ward, where Rabb wasa 
Republican judge. 


Northup Is Skeptical. 

Mr. Northup, who. was busy with his aids, 
Thomas Marshall ahd Leroy Fairbank, com- 
bating the attack 6f the defending ¢ounsel 
on the sufficiency of the indictments, refused 
to believe Rabb/ had repudiated his testi- 
tony. ;

Later Mr. Northup got in touch with Ald. 
Irwin Hagen, counsel fot Rabb. Mr. Hazen 
said he had not heard of thé repérted con- 
fession and did not believe it. He assured 
Mr. Northup he believed Rabb had told the 
truth before the grand jury and would stick 


to his story. No one was. permitted to see . 


Rabb; who is reported to be’ in custody of 
Hoyne's detectives. 


Says He Will Have Siting 

“Tt is an outrage the way Hoyne is brow- 
beating my witnesses,” said Mr. Northup, 
“but I will have my inning. Even if Rabb 
has confessed, which I do -not believe, his 
action will not stop the prosecution of these 
frauds. While he was an essential witness, 
we still have the facts to support the Kostner 
indictment.” 

Mr. Northup did not appear worried by 
the latest bulletin from Hoyne’s office 

“The -public cannot realize,” he said, 
“what odds I have worked against from 
the start and am now workihg against, but 
this whole rotten businedse will be revealed 
before I get through."’ 

Mr. Northup said he would not be surprised 
if Hoyne should try to have him indicted and 
said he was prepared to meet this or ahy 
other Contingency. He declined to divulge 
the fetalliatory moves he has in mind.

He sugared the bitter pill by intimating 
he was friendly to the cause and by declaring 
he favors the appointment of a woman suf- 
frage committee in the house of representa- 
tives, 

duch a committee the rules committee has 
decided not to create, though willing to trans- 
fer the subject from the judiciary committee 
to the control of the committee on the elec- 
tin of the président, vice president, and mem- 
bers of congress. 


March to White House. 

The suffragists marched 100 strong to the 
White House in a column of twos, headed by 
Dr. Anna Howaré Shaw and Miss Alice Paul, 
chairman of the congressiona: committee, 
who rode in an automobile, and by Mrs. 
Medill McCormick and Mrs. Desha Brecken- 
ridge of Kentucky, who were on foot. 

They were militant in their determination 
to force the president to come out squarely 
for or against woman suffrage, but he evaded 
the issue by saéying he was not at liberty to 
urge on congress policies which had tot had 
“the organic consideration of those for 
whom he stood as spokesman.”’ 

In other words, the absence of a woman 
suffrage plank from the Democratic platform 
justified the president, in his-view, in de- 
clining to advocate a woman suffrage consti- 
| tutional amendment. 

Some of his critic8 among the women point 
out that the absence of a provision ir the 
Democratic platform for nationwide political 
primaries did not estop him from discussing 
this subject in a message to congress. 


Statement of Wilson Views. 

It is a rule of the White House not to quote 
the president. The following is an authorized 
version of the views he expressed: 

“The president said he wanted the suf- 
fragists to understand, if possible, if he could 
make it clear to them, just what his present 
situation is. That he realized that whenever 
he walked abroad he was not a free man, he 
was under arrest. That he was so carefully 
and admirably guarded that he had not even 
the privilegé of walking the street. 

‘*He said he set himself a strict rule when 
he was governor of New Jersey and had fol- 
lowed it as president, that he was not at 
liberty to urge on congress in messages poll- 
cies which had not had the organic considér- 
ation of those for whom he stood as spokes- 
man; in other words, that he had not pre- 
sented any private views on any subject and 
never would, because he conceived that to be 
a part of the whole proces sof governthent 
that he should be‘spokesman for others, not 
for himself. That it would be an imperti- 
nence to speak for himself. That when he 
speaks for himself he is an individual, but 
when he is a spokesman of an organic body 
he is a representative. It was for this reason 
that he felt that his own principles were shut 


Pout and, in the language of the street, that he 


‘could not start anything.’ 
Confined to His Pledges, 


“tHe said he must confine himself to those 
things which have been embodied as prom- 
ises to the people at an election. This was 
a strict rule which he set for himself. He 
| said that with regard to all other matters 
he was not only glad to be consulted by his 
colleagues in the two houses but he hoped 
that they would often pay him the compli- 


4 ment of consulting him when they wanted 


to know his opinions on any subject. 

“Hé told the delegates that one member 
of the rules committee had asked him what 
he thought about the suggestion of appoint- 
ing a special committee in the hovise, as the 
senate had already appointed a special com- 
mittee for the consideration of the question 
of woman suffrage, and that he had told 
him he thought it a proper thing to dd.. That 


.so far as his particular advice had been 


asked by a single member of the committee 
it had been given to that effect. 
‘He said that he wanted to tell them this 
to show them that he was strictly living up 
his principles. That when his private 
opinion is asked by those codperating with 
him he was most glad to give it, but was not 
at liberty to speak for somebody besides him- 
self to urge legislation upon congress.” 


Statement Broad in Scope. 

The statement by the presidemt has a 
broader significance than its relation to the 
suffrage question. It commits Mr. Wilson 
to the policy of recommending to congress in 
the next three years only such subjects as 
are included in the Baltimore piatform. This 
is a new departure, Both Presidem Taft 
and President Roosevelt did not hesitate to 
recommend measures to congress which Ware 
net included in the Republican party’s form 
al statement of principles. 

The president's statement followed a short 


address by Dr. Shaw, in which she urged |

RELATE REFORM WORK. 


Often Checked by Exigencies of 
Politics, They Finally Ob- 
tained Support of the 
State Legislature. 


New York, Dec. 8.—[Special.}—A distin-

Mrs. Bowen was introduced by Mrs. Har- 
riet Stanton Blatch. daughter of Elizabeth 


Political union, under the auspices of which 
the meeting was held. Mrs. Bowen confined 
herself to a clear outline of some of the Cr‘ 
cago conditions which had determined pub- 
lic spirited women to work for the vote. 


Tells of Checke on Women. 

“Women were allowed to manage the 
school nurses while they were a private phi- 
lamhropy for which we ourselves were pay- 
ing,’’ Mre. Bowen said. “ But the momer* 
they were taken over by the city and paid for 
from the public funds it became unwomanly 
for us to take the slightest interest in them. 
School nurses were no longer required to be 
trained or even stipervised, and we watched 
our work cisintegrate. 

“For years we paid for the probation offi- 
cers connected with the children’s court, 
and when the work had proved its value the 
city took it over and it went to pieces. 

‘‘We worked fifteen years for an adequate 
child labor law, and then we found ourselves 
compelled. to keep on going to Springfield to 
defend it. Only two years ago Jane Addams 
in a brilliant speech worsted the theatrical 
trust and kept them from putting children on 
the stage. We found that we were permitted 
to persuade legislators, but not to vote for 
them, and when our philanthropies were 
taken over by the government ther become 
politics and we had nothing more to do with 
them. 

Work for’ Children Shown. 

“Our hardest task was curbing the com- 
mercialism of pleasure, of the desire of 
youth for joy. Chicago children, their little 
faces flushed with the fever of gambling, 
were selling their school books to play the 
slot machines. It seems a little thing to 
men, and they paid no attention to ‘1s, but 
women knew the danger. 

“‘ We have 600 moving picture theaters, in- 
creasing at the rate of 100 a year, and 180 
of them have absolutely no, ventilation, in 
spite of a law requiring 1,500 cubic feet of 
air space, a law which the moving picture 
men are constantly trying to reduce. We 
have police censorship of the films—a board 
which the women secured—but some un- 
wholesome filme slip by, and the 126 miles cut 
out are forbidden only in Chicago, and are 
being shown in other parts of the state and 
the country. 

‘Our dance halls, like those of all large 
cities, are a disgrace. We found they ex- 
isted only for the sale of liquor and were 
recruiting grounds for disorderly houses. 
Saloons can sell liquor until 1 o'clock, but 
dance halls, with no drinking water and with 
their windows nailed down, can sell it until 
3 o’clock,”’ 


Tell Winning of Legislature. 

Mrs. Grace Wilbur Trout said that they 
found plenty of antagonism in the legisla- 
ture, but gradually the members began to 
see that the suffrage measure took prece- 
‘dence over every other reform measure, even 
their own pet bills. 

Mrs. Sherman Booth, telling of the actual 
workings of the seffrage lobby, said that it 
set itself to the collecting of information 
that was embodied in a card catalogue on 
which every legislator’s tendencies and af- 
filiations were marked. Those in favor and 
those hopelessly opposed were eliminated, 
and the lobby, which never exceeded four, 
concentrated on the vacillating ones, get- 
ting personally acquainted with each and 
educating him along suffrage lines. 


MRS. PANKHURST TO LEAVE.

LONDON, Dec. 8.—It is understood that 
Mrs. Emmeline Pankhurst, who was re- 
leased last night from Exeter jail on @ seven 
day license, will leave England and go into 
ézile in Paris tomorrow, thus enabling her 
followers to fulfill their boast that the Brit- 
ish government will not be permitted to ar- 
rest the militant leader again. 

Mrs. Pankhurst’s daughter, Chrystabel, 
has remained in France since her last con- 
demnation to imprisonment for attacking 
the police. 

The leader of the militants came to Lon- 
don today from Exeter and was taken to a 
private suite of rooms in the headquarters 
of the Women’s Social and Political union. 

Mrs. Pankhurst is in a weak condition asa 
result of her hunger and thirst st:.ke in jail. 
It was announced when her release Was or- 
dered that she is suffering from plewrisy.

DEFIES MERIT LAW: 
IGNORES BOARD 


Brady Refuses to Send Office 
Payroll to Civil Service 
Commission for Its 0.K. 


GIVEN ADVICE BY LUCEY? 


Follows Precedent of Other Offi- 
cials, in Spite of Fact He Had 
Recognized the Statute. 


ARGUED ACT UNCONSTITUTIONAL 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.]} 

Springfield, Ill., Dec. 8.—[ Special. }—James 
J. Brady, state auditor, has taken a stand 
in open defiance of the state civil service 
law. He is acting, it is asserted, under ad- 
vice of Attorney General Lucey. 

Auditor Brady, for the first time since the 
state merit law became effective, failed to 
send his office pay roll to the civil service 
commission for its approval, as required by 
the statute. 

To a slightly smaller extent Attorney 
General Lucey, State Treasurer William 
Ryan, and Secretary of State Harry Woods 
have played the same game. » 

This was disclosed today when investiga- 
tion in the office of the civil service commis- 
sion showed the November pay roll for the 
auditor’s office force had not gone through 
the necessary channels. 


First Offense by Auditor. 

“It is the first time this has happened 
with the auditor's office,’’ one of the members 
of the civil service commission said. “ It 
amounts to defiance of the “Tr letter of 
the law. 

“We have tried to work in harmony with | 
the state officials, but without avail. I un- 
derstand the money is bein gpaid upon the 
warrant of the state auditor, without the 
required preliminaries having been complied 
with in the slightest. 

“Y understand further that thie is being 
done upon the advice of the attorney gen- 
eral. So far as these offices are concerned 
the civil service law is a dead letter.” 


May Hit Bondsmen, 

The point is raised that there may be grave 
responsibilities resting upon the bondsmen 
of the state officers. It is the duty of the 
latter to draw the warrants and to pay them 
under a construction of the following sec- 
tion of the civil service law: 

“It shall be unlawful for the auditor or 
any other fiscal officer of the state to draw, 
sign, or issue or authorize the drawing or 
signing or issue of any warrant on the treas- 
urer, or any disbursing officer of the state 
for the payment of, or for the treasurer or 
other disbursing officer of the state to pay 
any salary or compensation to any officer, 


-clerk, or other person in the classified serv- 


ice of the state unless on an estimate, pay 
roll or account for such salary or compensa- 
tion, containing the names of the persons 
to be paid and a statement of the amount to 
be paid, and the matter on account of which 
the same is to be paid, shall be filed with him, 
bearing the certificate of the state civil serv- 
ice commission that the persons named in 
such: estimate, pay roll, or account have 
been appointed or employed or promoted in 
pursuance of law and of he rules made in 
pursuance of this act.” 


Republicans Complied with Law. 
_All of the late Republican officers with 
the exception of State Treasurer Mitchell 
complied fully with the foregoing section, it 
is stated in the civil setvice offices. State 
Treasurer Ryan followed the precedent.cs- 
tablished by his predecessor and claimed all 
of his force exempt, a point which has not 
been legally contested by the merit board. 

State Auditor McCullough of the old 
régime, against his own personal judgment, 
abided by the law and furnished his pay 
roll regularly to the civil service commis- 
sion for its approval as to employés who 
were under the classified service. 

His successor, Auditor Brady, did the same 
until the November pay roll was made up. 
Then he quit, in spite of the fact as shown 
by the records, that he had recognized the 
merit board to the extent of securing the 
thirty day permits for some of his office 
force. 

Secretary of State Woods has been “ hot “ 
and *‘ cold *’ on the proposition. He showed 
no hesitancy in cleaning out the Republicans 
in his office and fired them right and I-ft 
without respect to the merit law, and he 
has sent in his pay rolls covering those em- 
ployés whom he considered responsible to 
the civil service commission. Just at pres- 
ent hig position is said to bé that the cfvil 
service commissioners have been “ square 
with me and I will be square with them while 
they go along.” : 


Argues Law Is Invalid. 

Attorney General Lucey is of the opinion 
that the civil service law is unconstitutional, 
and has +o argued in the courts of the state, 
He does not recognize it as good law and 
it was learned today that his office has 
advised four of the minor state boards that 
it is not their Guty to pay any attention 
to it. 

These four offices are now carrying a total 
of twenty-eight employés under temporary 
appointment or “ thirty day permits,” fur- 
njshed by the civil ead, commission ag- 
gregating a total sa of $40,000 annually. 
These permits were requested by the heads 
of departments before the apparent gen- 
efal agreement to défy the merit law.

BOOST PLAN ON CAMPUS. 


Dean Small of Opinion: BRastern- 
ers Should Agree to Re- 
turn Mateh in 1915. 


BY MAROON. 
Negotiations for a Chicago-Harvard foot- 
ball game next fall took more definite shape 
yesterday at the Maroon campus when mem- 
bers of the. board of physical. culture and 


athletics received their first official notice 


of the Crimson effer-to. meet ‘Coach Stage’s 


‘team Oct, 24 or Oct. Ji-at Cambridge. An- 


nouncement was made that a special meeting 
would’ be held as soon as possible to. con- 
sider the eastern invitation. 

The Midway athietic authorities, who had 
been inclined to think the plans for a bat- 
tle with the Crimson team were-of a vague 
nature, despite the. authentic story pub- 
lished in THz TrRipuNzE Sunday morning, had 
their doubts removed when President Harry 
Pratt Judson received a communication from 
Coach Stagg containing’ the terms Of Har- 
vard's offer. President Judson saia’he pre- 
ferred not to disctiss the prospects for the 
game until’ after’ fhe ‘board meéting, but 
the rooters got a fair idea of the campus 
sentiment through other sources. 


Hitch Over Return Game? 


Dean Albion W-. Small, Chicago's con- 
ference représentative, said there were no 


indications as to how the board as a whole 


would stand on. the proposal, but ventured 
the opinion that the game would not be 
scheduled .unless Harvard would agree to 
play Chicago at Stagg field in 1915. Mem- 
bers of the board declared that the Maroon 
policy was decidedly against playing any 
eastern team on a one year contract. _ 

Intercollegiate dignity will be the stumbling 
block in case the plans come to nothing, ac- 
cording to the Chicago students and alumni. 
The board members assert that it would ‘he 
undignified to go to Cambridge without a 
return game, The Chicago professors be- 
lieve the Maroons would lose’ prestige by 
listing a single game. 


Fear Marring Western Schedule. 
Another objection that cropped up among 
members of the faculty was based.on the 


fear that Chicago's western schedule would suf- 
fer as a result of the journey to Cambridge so early 
in the season. The football players answered this 
argument with the statement that the Maroon 
team could be worked up to its best form by Oct. 
$1 and that the few practice sessions lost and the 
hardships of travel would not be serious: The 
football athletes think Coach Stagg is fully capa- 
ble of managing this phase of the subject, which 
would apply to any intersectional contest. 

A still more ‘important bartier will be dlecussed 
in the coming board meeting. Several of the pro- 
fessors have shied at the probability that the game 
might settle the national championship, as the 
faculty deplores all attempts to votthe titles, even 
{inside the conference. “tum down” ad- 
ministered the plan to hold a national champion- 
ship basketball series in March was the outgrowth 
of this anti-title sentiment. 


Coaches Favor Contest. 


Coaches Page and Sauer of the Maroon football 
team are enthusiastic over the possibility of a 
game, believing that the Maroons would have a 
good chance to shine even before November. Capt. 
Nelson Norgren of the 1913 football team and 
Captain Elect Des Jardien of the 1914 eleven joined 
the boosters as soon as they heard of Harvard's 
offer, and the students will make an attempt to 
influence the board favorably by much agitation 
ef the subject on the campus. 

President Judson had nothing to say regarding 
the date of the coming board meeting, but the 
members expect to receive notice of the gathering 
today or tomorrow. The urgency of the case calls 
for immediate action, according to the professors, 
and they will have their ballots ready in case they 
are called upon to-give a decision next Saturday.
